In December, 1831, His Majesty's jhlp Tteagle 
left England on a survey inc and scientific trip 
around the world, On board was a 22-year-old 
naturalist, Charles Darwin. The Beagle's voy- 
age ended five years later, but in Darwin's mind, 
n trip into the unknown was just beginning 
that was-to last a lifetime and. eventually affect 
every branch of human knowledge 

As tho Beagle touched at litllc kiiown places 
Darwin was struck by the seemingly limitless

In the Andes there was 
ci/idcnco that the foot of these mountains had 
once been the shore of the Pacific, now 700 
miles away. On cither side of this barrier lived 
different species of the same animal. 

In the Galapagos Archipelago, 500 miles from 
the mainland, entirely new species of tortoises, 
birds and lizards abounded, yet they were defi- 
nitely related to thoso on the conlinent.
